MEXICO. 


Just now Americans are going into 
Chihuabua and exploring the country 
within a radius of 150 miles in large 
numbers. Every train carries from a 

‘dozen to forty or fifty; hence it will 
not be a great while, if this keeps up, 
before the country is well advertised 
all over the world. American visitors 
who have inspected the country hold 
that the magnificent grazing, farming 

and mining districts all over Mexico 
are too valuable and in too great de- 


mand to lie idle much longer, and that 


it is only a question of a very few 
years when they will be generally de- 
veloped. They all agree-in the opin- 
ion that Mexico is in a very great 
measure unknown to the people of the 
world outside, and that it is only nec- 
essary for capitalists in the United 
States to fu'ly understand and appre- 
ciate this fact to induce them to in- 
vest their money freely. 

Great results are expected to fol- 
low the completion of the ‘“ Amer- 
ican-inspired ” railroads ‘already be- 
or projected, and which will 
gridivon the couatry, bringing nearly 
all parts of it into communication with 
the United States. One-of these rail- 
roads, the Mexican Central, will be 
completed through to. the City of 
Mexico in April, 1884, and will then 
be one of the greatest thoroughfares 
in the world. Those who rest under 
the delusion that Mexico is somewhat 
of a wilderness will do well to exam- 
ine the following table. It contains 
the na and population of the cities 
contain over 8000 inhabitants 
through which the Mexican Central 
will run when completed. The first

These are telling figures. A rail- 
road running through twenty-one cities 
with an aggregate population of nearly 
900,000. inhabitants, and containing 
over 8000 each, has no mean business 
future “before. it. Besides the nine 
State capitals, there ate scores of other 
towns from a few hundred up to 8000. 
No railroad in the United States can 
boast of running through so many State 
capitals, and the future importance of 
the road cannot be easily estimated. 

General Grint’s deep interest in Mex- 
ico, and his efforts to encourage a re- 
vival of friendship and commercial 
intercourse between the two republics, 
through the medium of a commercial 
treaty, which he has had a hand in 
negotiating, are well known. The 
General, in conversation with a _ re- 
porter in New York last Saturday, 
alluded to the fact that the revenues 
of Mexico have swollen from $17,000,- 


000. to $35,000,000 a year, and said} 


that for that reason the Mexican gov- 
ernment wants to pay off the old 
Mexican bonds held by the English. 
In connection with these bonds he 
said that Sefor Carlos Rivas recently 
went on official business to England, 
and added this comment: “If Mexican 
resources develop as I have every rea- 
son to believe they will, at the end of 
five years the debt will not be of any 


great amount.” On the evening 
of the same day General 
Grant made an _ earnest speech 
at a dinner given’ by the 


Saturday Night Club at the Bruns- 
wick Hotel in New York. His topic 
was Mexico and our relations with that 
country. The telegraph brings the 
following synopsis of General Grant’s 
speech : 

He said he had taken a very deep inter- 
est in the cultivation of friendly relations 
with our southern neighbor. The United 
States had heretofore neglected this neigh- 
bor, who was capable of great develop- 
ment. Her resources were simply won- 
derful, and the speaker hoped that hence- 
forward, no matter which party was in 
power in this country, the most inti- 
mate relations would be maintained be- 
tween the great and the little republics of 
this continent. “We must take our 
neighbor under our wing,’ said General 
Grant, ‘‘and help her to cultivate her own 
great resources, teaching her that it is for 
her best interests to maintain a close 
alliance with the United States. There 
are all of the essential elements of unlim- 
ited prosperity in the two countnes, and 
the United States and Mexico, united in 
a friendly alliance, could be so strong that, 
in case a combined war should be made 
upon them by all other countries, they 
would be able to shut themselves in their 
shell and sustain themselves longer than 
the people attacking them could do with- 
out their products.” 


Still further facts about Mexico are 
brought out in a dispatch to the State 
Department by that very capable and 
intelligent . officer, Consul-General 
Strother, whose report discloses the 
fact that Mexico is now “enjoying a 
material prosperity heretofore un- 
known in her history.”’. A new stim- 
ulus has been given to mining, and a 
notable increase in agriculture is ap- 
parent everywhere. Corn, wheat and 


barley are extending widely in culti- | 


co and coffee, in those districts adapt- 
ed to their culture. Steps are also be- 
ing taken to introduce better breeds 
of cattle, horses, sheep and poultry, 
while the trade in agricultural imple- 
ments is growing rapidly. <A very 


Significant example of the change 1n 


public sentiment is reported by 
a dealer in American manufac 
tures. He says: “Formerly I sold 


$100 of warlike arms to $10 of agri- 
cultural tools, but the proportions are 
now reversed. Not long ago a certain 
local notoriety of the mountain dis- 
tricts, who had acquired a formidable 
reputation as an independent guerrilla 
leader in past wars, and as a frank 
highwayman ia the intervals of peace, 
made a descent upon the city, unarmed 
and unattended, and purchased two 
plows.” These facts all go to show 
that Mexico has entcred upon a new 
revolution that will do more for her 
than anything that has transpired 
since 1821. In all this advancement 
on the part of our neighboring repub- 
lie the people of the Southwest, of the 
Pacific Slope, of California in particu- 
lar, have a keen and abicing interest. 


THE RAINFALL BY SEASONS. 


Much interest has been expressed 1n 
the ten years’ raintable published in 
yesterday’s Times. The criticism (not 
unexpected) is made in some quarters 
that the rainfall should be shown by 
seasons rather than by complete years, 
and to enforce the criticism the fact is 
pointed out that by the table as pub- 
lished the year 1881, for instance, is 
inade to appear a very scant year as 
respects its rainfall, whereas the season 
of 1881-82 was one of the best that 
has been known in this county. The 
criticism is not without pertinency. 
In making up the table we took the 
figures of the Signal Service, which 
are made up by years, and not by sea- 
sons, as that term is understood 
in California—a term that appears 
to have no place in_ vo- 
cabulary of ‘Old Probabilities.” 
However, the figures 1n our table are 
easily separable by the reader, so as 
to show by itself the rainfall of each 
season proper during the last decade. 
Apply this process to the season of 
1881—"82—commencing with October 
and ending with May—and the show- 
ing 1s entirely altered. Instead of a 
rainfall of 5.53 inches for the entire 
year of 1881, the figures for the season 
of 1881-82 are very nearly doubled, 
being 10.40 inches—only a trifle less 
than the fall for the season of 1882-'83. 

The reconstruction of the entire 
table on the above basis is perfectly 
eusy. 


Tue Sacramento Bee, which is an 
opponent of the hydraulic miners, ap- 
proves Secretary Lincoln’s refusal to 
authorize the expenditure of the $210,- 
000 included in the item in the River 
and Harbor bill for the improvement 
and protection of the navigable chan- 
nels of the Sacramento, because the 
improvement and protection of the 
channels of this river by the erection 
of restraining barricrs upon the Yuba, 
American and Bear rivers, tributaries 
of the Sacramento, and further to hold 
back the detritus caused by hydraulic 
mining, would involve an expenditure 
within the next eight years of $1,500,- 
000, with doubtful results, and would 
at best prove but a partial remedy if 
hydraulic mining should continue. 
The Bee says: *“ The Secretary’s head 
is level. The channel of the Sacra- 
mento cannot be improved to any ad- 
vantage so long as bydraulic mining 
continues. This must first stop.”

BROBDINGNAGIAN FRUIT. 


Some Specimeu Strawberries of this 
Semi-Tropie Southiand. 

A few days ago the city editor of the 
TimEs mentioned the receipt of a main- 
moth strawberry at this office and gave 
its actual measurement with considerable 
reluctance, fearing that a faithful presen- 
tation of its exact circumference would 


relegate the writer, in the minds of most 
readers, to the ranks of such well-known 
upholders of the truth as Eli Perkins, 
Baron Munchausen, ‘‘A. A. D.’’ and other 
heroes of the past and present. However, 
a late arrival from the Sierra Madre tract 
leaves the former horticultural prodigy 
quite out of sight, and if this batch of 
strawberries could be spread before the 
good people of the East they would read- 
ily be convinced that nothing is impossi- 
ble in California, and if strawberries grow 
to such a size, pumpkins can readily be 
hollowed out and used for residence pur- 


ses. 
Eleven berries were spread on 
the table, the largest of which was 


eight inch in circumference, and the 
smaller ones from five to seven inches. 
The stem of one was fully one-quarter of 
an inch wide, and the whole presented a 
most unique appearance to anyone famil- 
iar with the size and general appearance 
of the strawberry common in the Eastern 
market. They came from the farm 
of Mr. C. E. Cook, and that gentle- 
man has gathered six quarts off a row 
eighteen feet long and the vines are still 
full of berries and blossoms. The variety 
is the Sharpless, and it is but fair to say 
that the largest berries seem to be com- 
posed of three or four smaller ones amal- 
gamated. They deserve a place among the 
mammoth gee gor and other giant 
specimens of the vegetable kingdom in 
California.

EL RANCHO CHINO. 


Something about One ofthe Vast Es- 
tates of Southern California. 
From Richard Gird, Esq., the proprietor 
of the Chino ranch, who was in town the 
past week, a Times man gathered a few 
items relative to his vast estates The 
ranch lies just across the line in San Ber- 
nardino county, some forty miles east of 
this city, and compgises 37,000 acres, all 


fenced in. Todo this required a gang of 
fence-builders to work a year and a half. 
They built fifty-five miles of fence. The 
Chino ranch is where the Death Valley 
sufferers of 1853 first found relief from 
their terrible march across the desert. 
There is a rare book, carefully pre- 
grved on the ranch now, which con- 
contains the signatures of a great many 
immigrants of early days, followed by 
short accounts of their travels. This 
book is of untold value to future histor- 
ians. Aniong other autographs is that of 
Judge David 8. Terry, in 1849. Mr. Gird 
is giving most of his attention to the 
breeding of thoroughbred cattle. He does 
no importing, but says that the best 
breeds are to be found right here in Cali- 
fornia, and that the mixtures with the 
native stock are not tobe surpassed. At 
present he is rearing Devon and Durham 
cattle for beef, and Holsteins, 
which are good for milk and _ beef. 
He also has a lot of Berkshire and 
Magee hogs, which are of a very adipose 
constitutionality. He has three imported 
Norman-Percheron stallions,“from which 
he is breeding a first-class stock of draught 
and work horses. He is not raising any 
racing stock. There are three hundred 
acres of alfalfa, which is in splendid con- 
dition for cutting, There is also some 
other grain. Sheep are not allowed on 
the ranch, being regarded destructive to 
the fine native grasses, which grow there 
so abundantly. Six thousand head of 
cattle are on hand now. All the bulls are 
thoroughbreds of some class. Mr. Gird’s 
interest in the improvement of the differ- 
ent breeds of native live stock is to be 
greatly commended, and places him 
among the leading rancheros of Southern 
California. 


THE LAS BOLSAS TROUBLE. 


R. J. Northam’s Explanation of the 
Alleged Perjory. 

Mr. R. J. Northam, Superintendent of 
the Las Bolsas ranch, called yesterday 
afternoon at the Tres office to tell his 
side of the story in the matter of his ar- 
rest for his alleged perjury, as formerly 
alluded to by the Times in its reports of 
the sittings of the U. 8. Commission in 


this city. Mr. Northam’s case came up 
before the Commission last Monday, but 
owing to the fact that the Commissioner 
ruled that the original aftidavits, on 
which the defense claimed that the 
perjury was committed, must be intro- 
duced, his case was postponed till the doc- 
uments could be produced, and the cases 
of John McCullough and Wm. D. Lamb, 
Northam’s two hired men, were then 
taken up and occupied the rest of the 
week. Mr. Northam explains his action 
in this particulat case as follows: He 
had given instructions to his hired men 
to go in twos and watch the settlers who 
were cutting timber on the disputed lands 
of the Las Bolsas, and take down the 


names and date. This was done, 
and on the information given 
by his hired men Mr. Northam 


swore to the affidavits on which the com- 
plaint was issued. On this point the set- 
tlers on the Las Bolsas retaliated by pre- 
ferring against Mr. Northam the charge 
of perjury. Itis, of course, duubtful if 
the charges will be sustained, but Mr. 
Northam stated to a Times reporter that 
le would do ‘‘no more of this second-hand 
swearing,’’ as he termed it, and since has 
had each pair of his employes who caught 
settlers cutting timber to do their own 
swearing, which he considers the safer 
plan, and less open to attack from the 
settlers. 

Mr. Northam complained of the settlers 
on Las Bolsas. He said they poisoned his 
sheep, shot his herders, threatened him 
and annoyed him in every way possible. 
He never dared to go out unarmed. He 
said the ‘‘happy homes’’ were alla mis- 
take. 


SIERRA MADRE- 


The Fine Rain—Land and Horticul- 
tural News—Improvemeuts, etc.

SrieRnA MapRE, May 7.—An inch and a 
half of rain has fallen here since yester- 
day morning.

Some 
of them have made a growth already of 
nearly three feet, and are ahead of the 
last year two-year-olds. They are mak- 
ing as fine looking trees as there are in 
the orchard. 

Mr. Woods, the proprietor of the Pasa- 
dena Pharmacy, owns twenty acres here, 
and has it nearly all set out to grapes, 
deciduous trees, navel oranges and Eureka 
lemons. 

N. H. Hosmer and E. C. Cook are set- 
ting out twelve hundred orange and lemon 
trees on the fine lot owned by Dr. Packer, 
of Lowell, Mass. It will soon be one of 
the best improved places on the tract.

Ancient Law Makers. 


About the beginning of the Fifth Century,
